ithe primary purpose of a trip is to attend a convention or 
‘seminar, travel expenses are deductible if attendance benefits 

“advances your trade or business. It is essential to save all 
material helpful in establishing the business or professional 
purpose of the travel, as the IRS, upon audit, often reviews the 
nature of the meeting carefully to ascertain they are not 
vacations in disguise. Attendance at conventions primarily 
serving political, social or other personal purposes are 


nondeductible. 


For domestic trips, business will likely be considered as the 
primary reason for a sojourn whenever the business days 
exceed the personal days. You may want to accumulate and 
maintain proof by logging everything in a daily planner. 

No deductions are allowed for a spouse, dependent or other 
individual who accompanies the taxpayer or employee on a 
business trip unless such person is an employee of the person 
who is paying or reimbursing the expenses, the travel of such 
person serves a bona fide business purpose and the expenses 
of such person are otherwise deductible. While the rules on 
deducting costs for an accompanying spouse are restrictive, it 
can still be worthwhile for a spouse to tag along on a business 
trip. An individual’s deduction is based on what it would have 
cost to travel alone, as opposed to simply 50 percent of the total 
trip expenses. Therefore, if a hotel room costs $300 for one 
‘otcupant and $425 for two, you may deduct $300 of the $425 total 


expense.

Sometimes, it’s be- 
cause a video we uploaded 
to our playback machine has 
an error. If you see some- 
thing wrong on our chan- 
nels, please let us know. 
Unlike commercial stations, 
we don’t have someone ded- 
icated to monitoring our 
three channels 24/7. If 
there’s a problem, hit us up 
on social media or give the 
station a call. We’d be happy 
to fix it for you. 

If you’re watching an online 
stream instead of cable, this 


sync issue happens more fre- 
quently. It can usually be 
fixed by just restarting your 
browser. But if that fails, 
please alert us of the issue. 

Comment: More citizen-gen- 
erated content 

I agree! We got a couple of 
comments like this, with 
another person asking why 
residents can’t use the equip- 
ment we have. And the answer 
is: you can! WCTV’s studios, 
editing equipment and field 
cameras are all available to 
the public. All you need to do 
is become a WCTV member 
(it’s free), go through an 
informal orientation and get 
trained on the equipment you 
want to use. After that, what 
you produce is up to you. 

While we have a staff dedi- 
cated to covering meetings, 
important community events 
and school events, we can’t 
be everywhere. If you want 
to cover an event or even be 
a part of a WCTV coverage 
team, contact our Commu-

Square,” or Wilmington Cen- 
ter, was. once the primary 
business center of Wilming- 
ton.’

a route closely following the 
Middlesex Canal, changing 
the face of Main Street in 
Wilmington. The railroad, 
which opened in 1835, built 
bridges to carry wagon traf- 
fic over the tracks. The hill 
at Wilmington Center was 
built as a bridge approach 
for the Burlington Avenue 
bridge. There was also a 


bridge that carried Burling- 
ton Avenue over the canal. 
The depot for the Boston & 
Lowell was on the south side 
of the bridge. It was a two- 
story building. The down- 
stairs, facing the tracks, was 
the ticket booth and waiting 
room for the railroad. Up- 
stairs was a store, facing 
Main Street, with a walkway 


to the bridge. That site is a 
fairly narrow strip of land, 
today occupied by electrical 
transformers. 

There was a second depot 
100 yards to the north, the 
depot of the Andover & Wil- 
mington Railroad, which 
built the line now known as 
the Wildcat. That building is 
still in existence, having been

moved to Church Street, 
where it is a private home. 

The Jaques family had a 
large farm in the area that 
became the Square, extend- 
ing as far as Clark Street, 


_ first known as Henry Jaques 


Lane. Samuel Jaques mar- 
ried Keziah Thompson in 
1751, and built a house in the 
early 1750s. They raised seven 
children. He died in 1774. 
Samuel Jaques, Jr. who mar- 
ried Ruth Wyman in 1773, 
became head of the house- 
hold. 

When the Middlesex Canal 
was built, every town had to 
have a proprietor, a part 
owner of the canal. Samuel 
Jaques Esq., became a pro- 
prietor of the canal, which 
opened in 1802. His son James 
took over the house in 1830 
and became Wilmington’s 
first postmaster. It is not 
known if the house had a desk 
for postal business or if 
James Jaques operated “out 
of his hat.” The family also 
had a grocery store in the 
house prior to 1850. 

The Jaques property was 
broken up in 1853, at which 
time a sketch of the area was 
made, showing the various 
properties. The Silas White 
family then moved into the 
old house. Mary Louisa White 
later became the bride of Dr. 
Daniel Buzzell and the moth- 
er of Philip Buzzell, who was 
born there. Mrs. Buzzell later 
designed a new home which 
became Dr. Buzzell’s office, 
and later the Cavanaugh Fu- 
neral Home. 

The Samuel Jaques house 
stood in the Square until 1956. 
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Today, the telephone building 
is on the site.

It was a typical summer 
Sunday at Fenway Park in 
1969 — until the end of the 
seventh inning of the Red 
Sox - Orioles game. 

I was sitting with a few of 
my college classmates and 
fellow Red Sox fanatics in 
the third-base grandstands. 

As journalism majors at 
Suffolk University, we had 
spent the past few years 
deciphering the news of the 
day. 

And that news, simply put, 
was ugly and terrifying. 

The afterglow of the 
“Summer of Love” in 1967 
— and its idyllic mantra of 
peace, love, and harmony 


_ — had quickly dissipated. 
In its place, dissent, divi-: 
sion, turmoil, and upheaval 


metastasized at a frighting 
rate. 


The country had been 


shaken to its core by the 
assassination of two be- 
loved political leaders, Dr. 
Martin Luther King and 
Robert F. Kennedy, in 1968. 

A controversial war half a 
world away was tearing the 
country apart. Cities were 
burning; social tensions 
were boiling; protesters and 
police were clashing from 
coast-to-coast. 

Each time I read the front 
page of a newspaper, I saw 
more ominous signs of the 
unthinkable — the crum- 
bling and potential collapse 
of our law, order and socie- 
tal stability. 

But, on that Sunday — 


July 20, 1969 — America's

's -Originally titled “Some 
r€ Mores,” the S’mores recipe. 
YY dates back to 1927, when the 
re first publication of this gooey, 
re campfire treat appeared in 


“Tramping and Trailing with 
the Girl Scouts.” This helpful, 
instructional guide for cam- 
pers boasted information on a 
variety of subjects for camp- 
ing and hiking, from how to 
build 12 different kinds of 
campfires, to how to build the 
perfect campfire treat. 

‘The exact inspiration for 
this simplistic, mastermind- 

_ ed summer treat is still up 

- for debate. 

_ Marshmallow roasts were 
all the rage for summer fun 
by the late 1890’s. This “fad” 
fanned the fire, so to speak, 

_ for the popularity of marsh- 

‘mallow as a dessert treat of 

i the early 20th century. (Who 

' knew that eating burnt 


marshmallows off of the end 
of a stick would have the 
staying power to still be pop- 
ular in the 21st century!) 

Some say the original re- 
cipe for S’mores started with 
the Campfire Marshmallow 
Company. They printed a re- 
cipe book in the early 1920's 
that included a similar treat, 
“The Graham Cracker Sand- 
wich.” 

Others argue it is a spin off 
of the Victorian era sand- 
wich cookie or tea cake. 

A more likely inspiration 
might be Nabisco’s Mallow- 
mar. This tasty graham crac- 
ker cookie is topped with 
marshmallow and coated in 
chocolate, and was first sold 
in Hoboken, NJ in 1913. 

Perhaps it was another old- 
time favorite, the MoonPie. 
This treat features two gra- 
ham cracker cookies with 
marshmallow filling, dipped 
in chocolate, and was first 
sold in Chattanooga, TN in 
1917. 

It could possibly just be that 
several, giggling Girl Scouts 
were roasting marshmallows 
around the campfire, when 
silliness got the best of them. 
A mix of overtired campers 
on a sugar high, add in a few 
graham crackers and an un- 
authorized, smuggled in cho- 
colate bar, and a S’more was 
born! 

- Well, no matter what the in- 
spiration was for “Some 
Mores,” this is the original 


1927 recipe: 


SOME MORES (serves 8) 
8 sticks 
16 graham crackers 
8 bars of plain chocolate 
(each broken in half) 
16 marshmallows 
Toast two marshmallows 
over coals to a crisp, gooey 
state. Then put them in a gra- 
ham cracker and chocolate 
bar sandwich. (The heat of 
the marshmallow between the 
halves of chocolate bar will 
melt the chocolate a bit.) 


The term “S’mores” ap- 
peared for the first time in 
conjunction with the recipe in 
1938 for a publication geared 
towards summer camps. 

In 1957, the Betty Crocker 
cookbook contained the con- 
temporary recipe __for 
“S’mores” that called for 
two graham crackers, toast- 
ed marshmallow and one- 
half bar of chocolate. 

Although this recipe still 
remains the standard for 
S’mores today, there are 
dozens of variations of this 
traditional recipe. 

Mix your S’mores recipe up 
a bit this summer by substitut- 
ing graham crackers with 
chocolate chip cookies, oat- 
meal cookies, animal crack- 
ers, Rice Krispy treats, waf- 
fles, Oreos, or Pop Tart halves. 
If you are someone that does- 
n’t embrace change, then take 
baby steps by replacing tradi-

tional graham crackers with 
chocolate graham crackers. 

To vary plain chocolate 
bars, try using peanut butter 
cups, chocolate caramel 
squares, chocolate covered 
pretzels, sliced Milky Way 
bar, or chocolate hazelnut 
spread. 

There are also many ways 
to “glam up” your S’more for 
special parties or celebra- 
tions. 

Your favorite little ones will 
love making Unicorn S’mores. 
Use pink and white frosted 
animal crackers, pastel col- 
ored marshmallows and dark 
chocolate. Build your S’more 
sandwich, then roll the edge 
of melted marshmallow in 
colorful sprinkles. 

To make any ordinary 
S’more extraordinary, roll the 
edge of melted marshmallow 
of the S’mores sandwich in a 
variety of toppings such as 
mini chocolate chips, mini 
M&Ms, toasted coconut, 
crushed mints or crushed 
nuts. Add a slice of fresh 
strawberries in the marsh- 
mallow after it is toasted for a 
special surprise inside. 

If you don’t have too many 
opportunities to sit around a 

svou can still enjoy

heal of your gas or charcoal 
grill. 

This summer, let the toast-

UNH alumni team wins $45 = 
million prize with pioneering 
tech for ocean mapping 


DURHAM, N.H. — A team 
of alumni from the Univer- 
sity of New Hampshire has 
won the Shell Ocean Dis- 
covery XPRIZE, a global 
competition to advance deep- 
sea technologies for ocean 
floor exploration. The GEBCO- 
Nippon Foundation Alumni 
Team — alumni and industry 
partners and advisors based 
at UNH’s Center for Coastal 


‘and Ocean Mapping (CCOM) 


— prevailed against teams 
from around the world to win 
the top prize of $4 million for 
their concept. 

“This challenge asked us to 
develop better ways of map- 
ping the seafloor,” said team 
leader Rochelle Wigley, di- 
rector of UNH’s Nippon 
Foundation/GEBCO (Gener- 
al Bathymetric Chart of the 
Oceans) Ocean Bathymetry 
training program. We and 
other teams have succeeded. 
We will now contribute tow- 
ards mapping our oceans.” 

The team’s winning con- 
cept demonstrated that high- 
quality bathymetric data 
can be obtained inexpensive- 
ly with little to no human 
involvement at sea. It uti- 
lized the SEA-KIT uncrewed 
surface vessel (USV) Max- 
limer, alongside the Kongs- 
berg Maritime HUGIN auto- 
nomous underwater vehicle 
(AUV) system. Pairing the 
HUGIN AUV, rated to oper- 
ate at depths of up to 4,500 
meters, with the SEA-KIT 
USV (designed by the team), 


which has the ability to 


autonomously launch and 
recover the AUV and acts as 
a communication link dur- 
ing subsea survey opera- 
tions, made for efficient, 
safe and cost-effective sea- 
floor mapping. 

The system delivers signif- 
icant potential benefits over 
traditional mapping mis- 
sions using multibeam echo- 
sounder technology, which 
typically require large re- 
search ships with full scien- 
tific crews on board, result- 
ing in costs of tens of thou- 
sands of dollars per day. 
This approach supports the 
goals of The Nippon Foun- 
dation-GEBCO Seabed 2030 
project to map the entire 
seafloor by 2030; currently 
less than 10 percent of the 
world’s oceans have been 
mapped to high resolution.

Hospital push hard for workplace safety legislation

Ps on-based Mass. Health 

& Hospital Association spent 
a good part of last week 
focused on workplace safety 
as, it went to Beacon Hill to 
support legislation promot- 
ing such awareness. 

Sen. Jason Lews D., Win- 
chester was among those 
they. worked with on some 
proposed legislation. 

MHA’s priority legislation 
on workplace safety was the 
subject of a hearing before 
the Joint Committee on Labor 
& Workforce Development. 

The Act was S1093: An Act 

uiring Health Care Fa- 
cilities to Develop & Im- 
plement Programs to Pre- 
vent Workplace Violence that 
would require Massachusetts 
to develop and monitor new 
statewide standards for eval- 
uating . and addressing securi- 


ty risks in hospitals, and 
would require hospitals to 
implement safety programs 
— including employee train- 
ings — based on the new 
standards. It would also re- 
quire: a written violence pre- 
vention plan developed in 
conjunction with employees; 
an in-house crisis response 
team for employee-victims of 
workplace violence; regular 
reporting of all assault and 
assault and battery incidents 
to the Department of Public 
Health and local district 
attorneys; and a process to 
facilitate more robust infor- 
mation sharing between 
healthcare providers and 
public safety officials. 

The proposal will also allow 
increased penalties to be 
imposed on those who as- 
sault caregivers, and estab- 
lishes support for employees 
who are pursuing legal action 
related to violent incidents. 


The Winchester Hospital, 
Lahey Health, Melrose-Wake- 
field Hospital and other area 
hospitals are members of the 
MHA supporting the effort. 

The bill’s primary sponsor 
is Sen. Jason M. Lewis D- 
Winchester. The House ver- 
sion of the bill (H1976), 
sponsored by Rep. Michael 
J. Moran D- Boston, is slat- 
ed to be taken up by the 
Joint Committee on Public 
Health later this year. 

“Hospitals throughout the 
commonwealth have well- 
established, stringent poli- 
cies and procedures in place 
to address workplace vio- 
lence, with oversight from 
state and federal accredita- 
tion bodies and regulators,” 
MHA said in a statement. 
“These efforts are constant- 
ly updated to reflect the lat- 
est input from safety and 
enforcement experts and 
best practices from around 


the nation, and these ongo- 
ing efforts — including con- 
sideration of additional tools 
such as those required under 
$1093 — are both necessary 
and appropriate.” 

Working with the American 
Society for Healthcare 
Engineering and the Inter- 
national Association for 
Healthcare Security & Safe- 
ty, Massachusetts hospitals 
have adopted staff training 
programs designed to de- 
escalate security situations 
before they erupt. In addi- 
tion, hospitals continue to 
enhance workplace injury 
and violence event reporting, 
including routine debriefing 
with senior management on 
incidents and support for 
employees. These collective 
efforts are all aimed at con- 
tinually improving hospital 
policies, practices, and sup- 
portive outreach in an era of 
constantly evolving threats.
